"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 18.36A
RCW to read as follows:

(1) A naturopath licensed under this chapter may d elegate the
application of certain health care modalites to an unlicensed
practitioner under the following conditions:

(@) The supervising naturopath shall ensure that t he unlicensed
practitioner has sufficient training and competency to deliver the
delegated modalities in a manner that is consistent with all current

standards for public safety;
(b) The unlicensed practitioner has liability cove rage for the
delegated modalities; and

(c) The unlicensed practitioner has a written emer gency protocol
to address urgent needs that may occur as a result of the delegated
modalities.

(2) For purposes of this section, "certain health ca re modalities"
means those therapeutic procedures that do not requ ire direct, one-on-
one contact by the naturopath and may include colon hydrotherapy
performed at a facility other than the supervising naturopath's
office.

Instead, authorizes a naturopath to delegate "certa
modalities” to an unlicensed practitioner if: (1) t
naturopath ensures that the unlicensed practitioner
training and competency to deliver the modalities i
is consistent with all current standards of public
unlicensed practitioner has liability coverage for
modalities, and (3) the unlicensed practitioner has
emergency protocol to address urgent needs that may
result of the delegated modalities.
